WARRANT FOR ANNUAL 
TOWN MEETING 


FRANKLIN SS: 


To either of the constables of the Town of Whately in the County 
of Franklin: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are here- 
by directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said ‘Town, quali- 
fied to vote in elections and in town affairs, to meet at the ‘Town 
Hall in said Whately on Saturday, the twenty-ninth day of April 
next, at one thirty o’clock in the Afternoon, then and there to act on 
the following articles: 


1. ‘To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
deemed necessary to defray the expenses of the town for the fiscal 
year from July 1, 1978 to June 30, 1979. 


2. ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the ‘Town Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
July 1, 1978, in accordance with the provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 44, section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year in accordance with General Laws, 
Chapter 44, section 17. 


3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
prosecute and defend all suits that may be brought in behalf of, or 
against, the town and to employ counsel for the same. 


4. ‘To see what the town will do with the money received from 
the County called the Dog Fund ($309.75). 


5. ‘To see if the town will vote that the Cemetery Commissioners 
be authorized to act as Sextons, their compensation for cemetery 
work and for opening graves to be fixed by a vote of the town, or 
take any other action relative thereto. 


6. ‘To see if the town will vote to accept any Trust Funds that 
may have been given to the town during the Fiscal Year 1978. 
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7. ‘To see if the town will vote to fix the salaries and compensa- 
tion of all elective officers of the town, as provided by General Laws, 
Chapter 41, section 108: Moderator, Selectmen, ‘town Clerk, Asses- 
sors, Auditor, Treasurer, Collector of ‘Taxes, Elector Under the Will 
of Oliver Smith, Constables, Tree Warden and School Committee. 


8. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to enter into 
agreements with the Massachusetts Department of Public Works 
for the maintenance and construction of highways. 


9. ‘To see if the town will vote to accept from the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts any allotments of money to be used for 
highway construction, improvements and/or maintenance, and to 
authorize the town treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow in anticipation of reimbursement. 


10. ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$18,332.00 for constructing, maintenance and policing of town ways 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 497, Acts of 1971 as 
amended by Chapter 492, Acts of 1974. 


11. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$179,406.72 for the operation and maintenance of local schools, and 
the sum of $22,558.20 for Special Education under Chapter 766. 


12. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$142,445.66 for the town’s share of the operating expenses of the 
Frontier Regional School, including Special Education under Chap- 
ter 766. 


13. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$54,962.50 for the town’s share of the operating and capital expenses 
of the Franklin County Technical School. 


14. To see if the town will appropriate from available funds, the 
following sums of money for the operation and maintenance of the 
S. White Dickinson Memorial Library: from the S$. White Dickinson 
Library Fund $4,400.00; from S. White Dickinson Aged Persons 
Fund $500.00; from State Aid to Libraries Grant $1,000.00. 
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15. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,405.95 as the town’s share of the operating costs of the Tri-Town 
Beach District, any money received by the District from admissions 
and concessions to be retained by the District to be used in each of 
the following years to reduce the annual appropriations therefor by 
the member towns, or take any action relative thereto. 


16. ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate, or otherwise 
provide, the sum of $1,145.00 for the purpose of providing mental 
health and mental retardation services for citizens of the town, and 
that said sum of $1,145.00 be transferred to the Franklin-Hampshire 
Area Board Trust Fund with the approval and under the direction 
of the Selectmen, acting as Board of Health, or take any other action 
relative thereto. 


17. To see if the town will raise and appropriate, or otherwise 
provide, the sum of $6,900.00 for the purchase of electronic equip- 
ment which is necessary for the town to utilize an answering service 
for the handling of emergency and fire calls for the fire department, 
or take any other action relative thereto. 


18. To see if the town will vote to accept from the Whately Fire- 
fighters’ Association a 1972 Ford L-900 truck with 2200 gallon tank, 
or take any other action relative thereto. 


19. ‘To see if the town will vote to turn the Dodge tank truck 
over to the Whately Firefighters’ Association, to be disposed of at 
their discretion and benefit, or take any other action relative thereto. 


20. ‘To see if the town will vote to increase the Members of the 
Historical Commission, which Commission was authorized at the 
annual meeting of the Town of Whately April 30, 1977, by accep- 
tance of General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 8D, from five to seven, 
the term of each new member to be for three (3) years. 


21. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$8,300.00 for steel, decking and other materials for the repair and/or 
reconstruction of Roaring Brook Bridge on the north end of Chest- 
nut Plain Road, or take any other action relative thereto. 


22. ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
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$5,800.00 for labor on the repair and/or reconstruction of Roaring 
Brook Bridge. 


23. To see if the town will vote to accept under Chapter 41, Sec- 
tion 81E, as its official plan, the revised names of streets and roads in 
the town, as designated on the map presented by the Planning Board, 
or take any other action relative thereto. 


24. ‘To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to execute a 
lease to Gertrude C. Bardwell for a term of five years from March 1, 
1978, to certain land owned by the town adjoining the town hall, for 
use as a Post Office site. 


25. ‘To see if the town will vote to rebuild sidewalks along Chest- 
nut Plain Road, in the section known as Main Street, said work to be 
done under a CETA Title VI Grant to the town.

The articles in the Town Meeting Warrant have been reviewed 
and all are recommended. 

Your Finance Committee has given detailed consideration to the 
recommended appropriations for the Fiscal Year 1979, which figures 
are very close to last year’s appropriations. Inflation and the demand 
of utilities, fuel and insurance continue to increase the costs of 
operation. 

The Fire Department now has a new fire engine and ambulance. 
This year we are recommending an appropriation for a new twenty- 
four hour call system, which we hope will make them as efficient as 
any department its size in the area. 

The School systems still account for the largest part of the budget; 
however, Whately Elementary and Frontier have moderate increases 
this year, while Franklin County Technical, due to larger reimburse- 
ments, shows a slight decrease over last year. 

The problem of reconstruction on Chestnut Plain Road has been 
resolved with the Planning Board, and hopefully the State will go 
along with the proposed plan. 

It is necessary that the bridge over Roaring Brook on north Chest- 
nut Plain (North Street) be replaced this year and it seems apparent 
that it will be necessary to replace other older bridges from time to 
time, for there are some more in very poor condition.

It is hoped that the reimbursements on the Cherry Sheet will be 
at least as much and hopefully more than last year’s. 

Under the present valuation and tax system of the town, it appears 
that the tax rate might increase at least $15.00, as we are not in a 
position to use free cash to reduce the rate. 

Your committee recomemnds upgrading the salaries of the Town 
Officers, which without a doubt is long overdue. The following 
salaries for the elected officers are as follows:

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Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


During the past year the matters that concerned the Board of 
Selectmen were many and varied yet have much in common with 
those of other years. Each year we have changes, progress and the 
introduction of new points of community concern. 

The Selectmen and Planning Board are working with Gordon 
Sanford, an Economic Development Specialist from the University 
of Massachusetts on future plans for lands abutting the Deerfield 
Industrial Park with the possibility of extending the park into 
Whately in the future. 

A used backhoe has been purchased for the Case tractor which 
proved to be a valuable asset for the Highway Department. 

The Board feels consideration should be given to oiling more than 
3, miles of roads each year as has been done in the past. Our roads are 
badly in need of attention and increased oiling would help to allevi- 
ate the problem. 

The Highway Department completed repairs on the North Hat- 
field Road bridge with monies appropriated at the last annual town 
meeting. This year they intend to repair the bridge on Williamsburg 
Road after which all bridge repairs on Williamsburg Road will be 
completed, allowing year round use of this road. 

The reconstruction of Chestnut Plain Street from the White resi- 
dence to the top of Baker’s Hill went as planned except for the 
Claverick Road intersection. In 1978, the final coat of asphalt will be 
applied, the slope will be seeded and the necessary guard rail com- 
pleted. 

On August 12, 1977, the Highway Department started a C. E. T. A. 
project, which was approved by the Selectmen and funded by the 
Greenfield C. E. T. A. office. The C. E. ‘T’. A. crew installed new street 
signs and posts on all town roads and replaced and painted guard 
rails. ‘The project terminated with brush cutting along all town 
roads from early fall to December 30, 1977. 

During the late fall, the bridge on North Street over Roaring 
Brook had to be shored up to make it passable thru the winter. In 
the coming year consideration should be given either to replacing 
this bridge or to buying metal decking beforehand for replacement 
in the event this bridge becomes defective. 

The Highway Department did a highly commendable job on 
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maintaining and repairing the roads. ‘The equipment used for these 
operations is in overall good condition, however, there is a need for 
a new mower to keep the grass trimmed on the shoulders of the road. 

The Selectmen wish to express their gratitude to all elected and 
appointed officials and to the Citizens of Whately for their continued 
cooperation throughout the year.

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Report of the Fire Chief 


During the past five years the Fire Department has been able to 
update our first line equipment with a new fire truck and a new 
ambulance. This enables us to give the townspeople and our guests 
the best in care and protection of lives and property. Our new van 
type ambulance has responded to thirty calls since being put into 
service on August 1, 1977. 

The Whately Firefighters’ Association purchased a new ‘Tri-State 
radio for the ambulance and the Town purchased a new radio for 
direct contact between ambulance and hospital which, when in com- 
plete operation, will give the Emergency Medical Technicians direct 
contact with our hospitals in Franklin County and, hopefully, with 
Cooley Dickinson in the future. This vehicle supplies our attendants 
with all the necessary supplies for life sustaining services and many 
tools for extrication in case of accidents. This vehicle will give the 
Town many years of life saving service and will pay for itself many 
times over.

Ambulance assistance through Tri-State Mutual Aid was requested 
three times—twice because of lack of space in our old emergency 
vehicle to do C. P. R., and the other because more than one victim 
required transportation. 

Our two pumper fire trucks are in excellent condition; we use the 
older truck for grass and brush fires and as a back-up truck for our 
1975 pumper-tanker. The Firefighters’ Association voted to purchase 
and turn over to the Town a 1972 Ford cab and chassis, and a 2,250 
gallon tank to be mounted on this truck. This will increase our 
water on wheels capacity to a total of 3,500 gallons. I feel that with- 
out an acceptable water system in Town that this amount of water 
should take care of most of our fires. We are fortunate to have 
neighboring towns who are anxious to help us under Tri-State Mu- 
tual Aid, and we will be better equipped to assist them in their rural 
areas. We hope that the voters will vote to turn the old Dodge tanker 
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over to the Association for disposal at their discretion. With the 
acceptance of this large tanker, our mobile fire fighting equipment 
should be up to date and be able to provide good protection.

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Tri-State Mutual Aid cover was requested twice when all three 
of our trucks were involved at fires. 

The Fire Department needs to have a full time telephone answer- 
ing service. Ever since the Fire Department has been organized as a 
volunteer department, the telephones have been answered by indi- 
viduals, Grave’s Restaurant, and LaSalle Florists. ‘This system is no 
longer feasible; business schedules change and individuals cannot 
devote their lives to sitting on the fire phone nights, weekends, and 
holidays. A Committee of firefighters has made a study of alterna- 
tives, and has decided, after discussion with the Board of Selectmen 
and the Finance Committee, to employ a Greenfield based answering 
service which will take all calls 24 hours a day and, with the use of 
radio and pocket pagers, will activate the alarm and notify persons 
in charge of the Department. The days of the volunteers who have 
given freely of their time to watch the Fire Phone are numbered, and 
the members of the Department and their businesses and families 
should not be expected to give this service 24 hours a day without 
compensation. The Department hopes that the voters will vote the 
necessary funds to implement the answering service. 

The Whately Fire Department, a “Volunteer” department, is 
ready to assist ‘Cownspeople twenty-four hours a day for fire and 
medical emergencies. A new supply of telephone decals is on hand 
and available to put on each phone in your premises. To summon 
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aid, Dial 665-2167. Be sure to give your name and exact location and 
the nature of your problem. 

I wish to thank my Officers, men of the Fire Department, LaSalle 
Florists, wives of firemen who have given many hours of fire phone 
coverage, and the Board of Selectmen. I also wish to congratulate 
our fine Muster Teams, both men and women, who won the New 
England Muster Association Championship for the second consecu- 
tive year. The teams are a credit to our small town and we should all 
be proud of them.

Health Advisory Committee of Ashfield, Conway, Sunderland, and 
Whately were held during the past year. 

In May, the regular meeting with election of officers was held in 
Sunderland, at which time, the following officers were elected: Mrs.

Public Health Nurse’s Report 


The Ashfield, Conway, Sunderland and Whately Public Health 
Nursing Agency provided nursing service to these towns and also 
does school nursing in the public schools on a part-time basis. 

There were 863 home nursing visits made in 1977. Of this number, 
357 visits were made to Whately residents. A total of $945.00 was 
collected for patient visits in 1977 and the monies were given to the 
Town ‘Treasurer. 

There has been a 32% increase in overall visits this year due to 
earlier discharge of patients from the hospitals. Home health aides 
are more frequently being utilized in the home now to insure an 
effective and relaxed recuperative period following hospital dis- 
charge.

1977 saw a play corner set up in the Children’s Room, a successful 
sale of used books, a five week course in the use of reference tools for 
the four grades of the East Whately Grammar School; was the scene 
of a video-taped interview with the librarian by the Stockbridge 
School of Agriculture and the Department of Anthropology in their 
video study of Whately; monthly exhibitions drew local attention, 
publicity, and visitors from the surrounding areas; held the most 
successful Book Fair ever; hosted Lorre Wyatt, Matthew Temple 
and a group of Whately carolers and their enthusiastic audience in 
a songfest before the fire—in all 1977 was a busy and satisfying year. 

The year’s EXHIBITIONS included paintings by Barbara Broc- 
kelman, Olive Damon, Kathryn Davidson and Evelyn Dwight;

The Douglas MacDonalds gave the Library a subscription to Early 
American Life. Paul Field’s gifts continue to make the Library’s 
collections on natural history, earth sciences, and travel outstanding 
in the area. Nancy Golash’s gift of bookmarks listing library hours 
has pleased innumerable patrons. Calvin Hood of Northampton 
gave the Library a sketch of the South Center School. Carol Mason 
gave the Library a number of Caedmon Recordings. From Dorothy 
Polhemus came the manuscript of twelve Taddy Mouse tales along 
with the figures of the famed mouse and Timmy.

Mary Ellen McCue, 
Art supervisor, planned the Santa’s workshop décor carried out by 
Whately’s own six grades that transformed the Library into a Christ- 
mas dream. Add to all Muriel Barker’s exquisite ornaments, and the 
baked goods provided by Whately’s famed cooks and the recital of 
folk songs by Lorre Wyatt and Patricia Greene and you have the 
irresistible mixture. The moving forces behind and on the scene that 
made it such a happening were Virginia and Pamela Allis, Marion 
Carter, Alice Grafflin, Karen Grybko, Cathy LeTourneau, Jean Siano 
and Herbert Steeper. 

It is hoped to be able to purchase the new Caxton Encyclopedia 
with funds provided by the Book Fair. 

THE LIBRARY is grateful to the following for their skills in 
keeping Library cogs turning smoothly: Marion Carter, Karen 
Grybko, Alice Grafflin and Peter Orloski.

October 11th, 1977—31 barrels and some overflow were picked up by 
Recycling Enterprises, Inc., N. Oxford, Mass. 

Paul Gulley and Murry Fox were the people we called on the phone 
early in September. ‘They were so busy it took a month to pick up 
at Whately. They owe us $15.00 for the glass picked up. We estimate 
that one ton of glass was separated each month from the landfill 
trench at the dumpsite. | 
January 7, 1978—the 31 barrels were again overflowing with the 
separated glass. We called Paul Gulley again and he promised to 
come the next week but the heavy snowfall prevented the pick up. 
WE RECOMMENDED THAT A SHED BE BUILT AT THE 
RECYCLING CORNER. The Franklin County Recycling Com- 
mittee which has been active under the guidance of the Franklin 
County Department of Planning and CETA worker, Bob Rottenberg 
since October, recommended a new dealer: Americans United Re- 
cycling, Rene Desmarais and Stan Giles, Chicopee, and we contacted 
them and they will be picking up at our dumpsite from now on. 

Rene and Stan have an area at Westover Air Base for storage and 
plan to provide 3x5 yard containers instead of barrels for our re- 
cycling program. 

The towns of Gill, Leverett, Montague, Petersham, Northfield, 
Greenfield, Charlemont, Conway, Colrain, Buckland, Wendell, Phil- 
lipston, Shelburne Falls, Shutesbury, Rowe, New Salem have shown 
interest in recycling programs.

Dear Mr. Laude: 


I hereby submit my annual report on Special Education 
for the ‘Town of Whately for the calendar year 1977. 

Chapter 766 moved into its fourth year of implementation 
in Whately operating smoothly. ‘The school has responded 
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each year in making all attempts to develop and implement 
programs to serve the needs of the students. 

A resource room is operating in both schools. ‘The room 
is designed to assist students in remedial reading; and, when 
it is determined by their educational plan, the development 
of an alternative reading program is provided. ‘he resource 
room also provides help in math, language, motor skills and 
general remediation of learning problems. 

In addition to this service Speech Therapy (Tues. & 
Thurs.) and Guidance Counseling (Fridays) are available 
to the students. These services provide very important and 
essential services to the school. ‘The people work well not 
only with the students; but, they also assist teachers in devel- 
oping modifications in the classroom. ‘These modifications al- 
low the student to spend more time in the regular classroom. 

The staff this year has been expanded to include a School 
Psychologist. Mr. James Scully was appointed and will be in 
Whately on Friday afternoons. Mr. Scully will be working 
with students on a one to one basis and in small groups. 
Moreover, he will be doing psychological evaluations as man- 
dated under Chapter 766. 

The federal government has recently legislated a new 
public law 94-142. ‘This is a federal law which is similar to 
Chapter 766. It requires all states to develop programs like 
Chapter 766. As a result of the law, the District was awarded 
a federal grant. The grant is being used to employ a Clinical 
Psychologist who is available to the Whately School. 

The Whately School has made all attempts to implement 
Chapter 766 as completely as possible. ‘The teachers and the 
Principal have made all efforts to enhance the implementa- 
tion. With this type of cooperation, Special Education will 
continue to provide services to the students of Whately.

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MAINTENANCE AND REPAIR 


During the summer of 1977 construction of the principal’s 
office was completed. The office is located downstairs in the 
East School. The office is furnished with a desk, chair, file 
cabinet, telephone and an intercom system to the secretary's 
office. 

The secretary, Miss Carolyn Meunier, is located in the 
library where she also acts as the school librarian. Miss Meu- 
nier’s office has a desk, chair and telephone. New black top 
was installed around the East School to prevent water seep- 
age into the basement area. 


FEDERAL GRANTS 


Title I—Whately received $1148.00 under a cooperative 
grant with the Towns of Deerfield, Sunderland and Conway. 
A tutor, Mrs. Bernice Carew, was hired to give extra help to 
students who are working below grade level in reading and 
mathematics. Mrs. Carew works Monday in Whately. Pur- 
chases were made for materials including teaching kits, cal- 
culators, cassettes and tapes in all subject areas. 

Title IV B—Whately received $198.33 to purchase addi- 
tional books and filmstrips for the school library. 


NEW LIBRARY PROGRAM 


All students in grades three through six are participating 
in the Library Program that was started in October of this 
year. Ihe objective of the program is to strengthen the stu- 
dent’s ability to use the Library efficiently. 

‘T'wo grades are transported each Monday morning to the 
‘Town Library where Mrs. Cane, the Librarian, instructs the 
students in the various uses of a library. The students go on 
alternate weeks, fifth and sixth graders one week and third 
and fourth graders the next week. This is a ten week pro- 
gram. 

The transportation for this program is being funded by 
the Whately P.T.O.

Major Concern: 

Although there is an increase in the entitlement under 
Chapter 70 and Chapter 492 this does not guarantee full 
reimbursement. ‘The state has over the past two (2) years 
decreased the amount of reimbursement to the towns.

The credibility of the state to follow through on its finan- 
cial commitments is questioned and is a major concern. 


Assessment of Capital Cost: 

Individual towns will not bond for construction costs. ‘The 
K-12 Region will bond for capital funds; however, the 
capital cost for each town will be determined by the student 
population in each town. 
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Example I: Deerfield has a school built within the town 
limits. The school population of that school on October 1, 
is:

This concept would be written into the agreement. 


Major Concern: 

Transporting elementary students to other towns in the 
district for their education. It is felt that this would not be 
acceptable. 


Assessment of Operating Cost: 
Each member town’s share of the operating cost for each 
fiscal year will be figured by computing a percentage as

determined by a town’s public school population divided by 
the total public school population in each of the member 
towns. Dates will be determined and included in the effective 
agreement.

Mayor Concern: 

Present per pupil cost for each town differs dramatically 
and cost ranges from $2,000 to $1,000. If classes are not the 
same size, 20—25 students, then the towns with large classes 
would be penalized financially and towns with small classes 
would benefit financially. 


Example: Town Class size Teacher cost 
Town A 30 pupils $ 10,000 
‘Town B 10 pupils $ 10,000 


The following example indicates where the problem lies. 


‘Town A — has a class of 30 pupils and 
teacher cost is $ 20,000. 

‘Town B —has a class of 10 pupils and 
teacher cost is $ 20,000. 

At present ‘Town A pays $ 10,000 in teacher cost to edu- 
cate 30 students with a per pupil cost of $ 333.33. Town B 
has a class of 10 students and pays $10,000 to educate these 
students with a per pupil cost of $1,000. 
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Under K-12 the total cost would be shared as follows:

‘Town B 10,000 10 students

Town A operating share 75% x $ 20,000 = $ 15,000 
‘Town B operating share 25% x $20,000 =$ 5,000 


The inequity is obvious. ‘Town A paying $5,000 more 
and therefore subsidizing ‘Town B. 

It should be noted that this inequity would be resolved if 
elementary students were transported over town borders and 
class sizes equalized with regard to the number of students. 


Example: Town Class size Teacher cost 
Town A 10 pupils 0,003 
‘Town B 30 pupils $ 10,000 
‘Town CG 10 pupils DP O,0I0 
Town D 10 pupils BS RosI0o 
Total 60 pupils $ 20,000 


With the ability to transport pupils across town lines 
‘Towns A, C, and D would share the cost of the teacher at a 
savings of $6,666 per town. 

The major concern is “Will communities allow elemen- 
tary students to cross town lines to attend a school in another 
towne?” 


Improved Educational Benefits: 

The state maintains that the quality of education, and 
availability of curriculum is improved by regionalized 
groups. 

Research on this matter points up the fact that there are 
no statistics to prove that the quality of education improves 
on the elementary level as a direct result of regionalization. 


Major Concern: 
There is no proof that the quality of education offered in 
each of the towns will improve as a result of regionalization. 
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Leasing of Elementary Building to the K-12 District: 

Under the present K-12 plan elementary school buildings 
now owned by each town would have to be leased to the dis- 
trict or rent would have to be paid by the district of each 
town. 


Major Concern: 

Would the towns in fact lease elementary school build- 
ings to the district 

Rent paid to each town by the district would be an un- 
necessary and costly routine of paying rent to oneself al- 
though each town would maintain individual ownership of 
the buildings. 


Centralization: 

The state indicates that the centralizing of all elementary 
students is not the issue. ‘he state’s position is one of pro- 
grams, not numbers. Local communities will not be forced to 
give up their elementary schools. ‘The concept of the neigh- 
borhood school is strong and one that local communities 
want to keep. It was emphasized that the state is not man- 
dating centralization. It was also pointed out that the 2,000 
pupils concept which was a major point in the past is no 
longer viable at this time. A policy statement on this subject 
will be forthcoming from the Department of Education. 


Mayor Concern: 

Although there is no mandate on centralization, the com- 
mittee feels that transporting elementary students over town 
lines to balance classes is a major hurdle and one the Fron- 
tier Committee should study very carefully. 


Expansion of District beyond Conway, Deerfield, Sunder- 
land, and Whately: 

The problem of Hatfield, Hadley, etc. must be faced by 
the state. The Commissioner of Education has the authority 
on the final approval of a K-12 District. It is the feeling that 
before any approval to Frontier is given, Hatfield’s and 
Hadley’s etc. problems must be resolved. ‘The Commission 
will not approve a K-12 District for Frontier without Hat- 
field’s and Hadley’s etc. problems resolved first. 
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Major Concern: 

Hatfield’s entrance into the group casts a negative shadow 
which cannot be overlooked. It is felt by the committee that 
the problems are immense without them and catastrophic 
with them. 


Recommendation: 
As a result of the research and study, the Ad Hoc K-12 Re- 
gional Committee by a 9-1 vote recommends: 


“That the Frontier Regional Committee not recommend 
K-12 Regional group for Conway, Deerfield, Sunder- 
land, and Whately.” 


On March 12, 1977, the Frontier Regional School Com- 
mittee voted unanimously to accept the recommendation of 
the Ad Hoc Committee on K—12 Regionalization. 

In conclusion I would like to report that the Whately 
Public Schools enjoy a stable work force, financial stability 
and sound educational program. This soundness is a direct 
result of your cooperation and support over the past years. I 
take pride in our system and hope to make continued pro- 


gress. 
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School Nurse’s Report 


The following is the report of school health services ren- 
dered to the Whately Grammar Schools by the Ashfield, 
Conway, Sunderland, and Whately Public Health Nursing 
Agency. 

Physical exams were completed by Dr. Boeh, the School 
Physician. A Diphtheria-tetenus Booster Clinic was held at 
the time of the exams. Grades 1, 3, and 5 are done yearly. A 
few minor positive findings were reported to parents. 

Vision and hearing tests were given to all the school chil- 
dren. Failures of either test were reported to the parents for 
further follow-up by a physician. 

Yearly heights and weights were completed with numer- 
ous conferences with children regarding good nutrition. 

Children are checked bi-yearly for the occurence of head 
lice and a film is shown as to why this is done. 

Communicable diseases are no longer as an alarming 
problem due to the preventive vaccines. The students are 
all very well immunized due to parental concern and co- 
operation. 

There has been some involvement with the Chapter 766 
program in the school when it was felt that a medical prob- 
lem was a possible cause of a learning disability. 

Dental health teaching was done with the assistance of a 
local dentist. Good oral hygiene and regular dental check- 
ups were stressed. 

Films on growth and development were shown to the 
higher grades in the Spring. 

Plans are presently being formulated to allow for the 
touring of a hospital Pediatric Wing for the lower grades. 
‘The goal of this tour is to alleviate fears and anxieties asso- 
ciated with a child’s admission to a hospital for any reason. 

Plans for a Scoliosis (curvature of the spine) Screening 
Clinic are also being formed, for the higher grades. Early 
detection of scoliosis can alleviate greater problems in the 
future growth years when the defect is more difficult to treat. 

Numerous School Nurse Seminars were attended to 
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broaden knowledge of childrens’ health in the school and 
more efficient detection of health problems. 

I would like to thank all the school personnel, especially 
Donald Skroski, for their co-operation and assistance during 
my first year as school nurse.

Art Supervisor's Report 


The art program has continued to expose the student to 
as many different types of media as possible. ‘Through the 
use of various techniques the child is taught basic concepts 
such as line, color, shape, or form. Within the framework of 
these concepts the child is allowed to express his own creativ- 
ity and to progress at his own speed. 

The program has been enriched this year with the aid of 
the Franklin County Arts Council. An artist-in-residence 
program has been established. Our system employs a potter 
who will work in each school for a six week period. 

Art also includes the special needs student. Projects are 
adapted to fit the particular need of each child, thereby 
enabling him to participate in art with the rest of his class.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Whately for the 
period from January 1, 1971 the date of the previous exam- 
ination, to June 30, 1976, and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town or committing bills for collection, were examined and 
verified by comparison with the records of the town book- 
keeper, the town treasurer, and the tax collector. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required by 
law to furnish them for the faithful performance of their 
duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 
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The books and accounts in the office of the town bookkeeper 
were examined and checked in detail. ‘The general and ap- 
propriation ledger accounts were analyzed, and the recorded 
receipts were compared with the town treasurer’s books and 
with the records in the several departments collecting money 
for the town. The recorded payments were checked with the 
treasury warrants and with the town treasurer’s records of 
cash disbursements. The appropriations and transfers were 
checked with the town clerk’s records of financial votes passed 
by the town meetings and with the finance committee au- 
thorizations of transfers from the reserve fund. ‘The neces- 
sary adjustments resulting from the audit were made, and a 
balance sheet, showing the financial condition of the town on 
June 30, 1976, was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked. The cash book additions were verified, 
and the receipts, as recorded, were compared with the town 
bookkeeper’s books, with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town, and with other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury. ‘The 
recorded payments were checked with the treasury warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with 
the town bookkeeper’s records. 


The cash balance on June 30, 1976 was proved by reconcilia- 
tion of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the 
bank of deposit, by examination of the savings bank books, 
and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The Federal Revenue Sharing Funds were examined and 
checked. ‘The funds received from the Federal Government 
were listed, the income was proved, and the appropriations 
were checked with the town clerk’s records of town meetings. 
‘The payments were compared with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the disbursement of funds, and the cash balance 
on June 30, 1976 was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit 
and by examination of the savings bank book. 
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The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county and teachers’ retirement systems, 
group hospitalization and life insurance, school employees’ 
annuities, and teachers’ insurance and dues were examined 
and checked. The deductions and payments to the proper 
agencies were proved, while the balances on hand were re- 
conciled with the respective controls in the town bookkeep- 
er’s ledger. 


The records pertaining to funded debt, as well as temporary 
loans, were examined and checked. ‘The temporary loans 
were compared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, while 
the payments on account of maturing debt, temporary loans, 
and interest were compared with the amounts falling due 
and were checked with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the in- 
vestment of the several trust and investment funds in the 
custody of the treasurer were examined and checked. ‘The 
bequests and income were proved and the transfers to the 
town were compared with the treasurer’s receipts. 


The records of tax titles were examined. The taxes trans- 
ferred to the tax title account were checked with the col- 
lector’s books, the tax titles on hand were listed and recon- 
ciled with the town bookkeeper’s ledger, and all transactions 
were further verified by comparison with the records at the 
Registry of Deeds. 


It is recommended that action be taken to institute fore- 
closure proceedings on all of the tax titles held for the statu- 
tory period of time, as required by the provisions of Section 
50, Chapter 60, General Laws. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked. The accounts outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination, as well as all subsequent commit- 
ments of taxes and excise, were audited and proved with the 
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warrants issued by the board of assessors. ‘The recorded col- 
lections were checked, the payments to the treasurer were 
verified, the recorded abatements were compared with the 
records of the assessors, the taxes transferred to the tax title 
account were verified, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved with the ledger. ‘The cash on hand June 
30, 1976 was proved by actual count. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by mail- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town, and from the replies 
received thereto it appears that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. : 


‘The appropriations, as listed from the town clerk’s records of 
town meetings, were compared with the aggregate amounts 
raised by the assessors in the determination of the tax rates 
covered by the period of the audit. 


The receipts of the town clerk for dog and sporting licenses, 
as well as for gasoline registrations, were checked with the 
records of licenses and registrations issued. ‘The payments to 
the town treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Wild- 
life were verified, and the cash on hand June 30, 1976 was 
proved by actual count. 


The records of departmental cash collections by the board 
of selectmen, as well as by the health, building inspector, 
highway, veterans’ services, school, library, and cemetery 
departments, and by all other departments in which money 
was collected for the town, were examined and checked. The 
payments to the town treasurer were verified by comparison 
with the treasurer’s and the town bookkeeper’s books, and 
the cash in the several departments was proved by actual 
count. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this 
report tables showing reconciliations of the several cash ac- 
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counts, and summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, and de- 
partmental accounts, as well as schedules showing the trans- 
actions and condition of the trust and investment funds. 


Cooperation was received from all town officials during the 
progress of the audit, for which, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.
